On the night of December 28, 2013, IAB investigators were informed of a Category 3 
use of force which occurred earlier in the morning. During the incident, the suspect 
received a fracture to his left orbital and a broken tooth. The extent of the suspect's 
injuries were unknown at the time and were found during his treatment at the hospital 
later. Therefore, the crime scene had not been preserved. Upon being notified of the 
incident, an IAB Force Roll-Out Team consisting of Lieutenant Todd Weber and 
Sergeants Julien Olivier and Carlos Flores responded to Lakewood Station. Sergeant 
Julien Olivier was given the responsibility of the Force Review Investigation. 


This investigation is based on statements by the involved deputies, a witness at the 
scene, and information obtained during the investigation, along with written 
documentation included in the Incident Report and Supplemental Reports in Exhibit A. 


SYNOPSIS: 


On Saturday, December 28, 2013, at 0019 hours, a 911 call came into Lakewood 
Sheriffs Station. The caller stated that at Ramona Street, Apartment lil aman 
who police had taken away earlier had returned to the location. The man who was now 
inside the location had broken a window next to the front door and gained entry. A 
woman inside the apartment was crying and asking for help. For more information 
regarding the 911 call, see the included DVD in Exhibit B. 


IAB Note: Deputies responded earlier in the shift this location as a result of a 
domestic violence call. The handling deputy (Pablo Suarez) 
determined that a crime did not occur. See Exhibit C. 


Units 133Е1 (Deputy Pablo Suarez), 13371 (Deputy MI, 133° (Deputy 

, 132T2 (Deputy Brent Parriott), 1330 (Deputy Ungrey Holifield), and 1305 
(Matthew Verzola) were assigned to the call. See Exhibit D. Depots M ro 
Suarez arrived to the location first with Deputy [seconds behind them. As 
Deputies Suarez and Hep proached the front door, Deputy Suarez noticed that the 
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window next to the door was "broken." For a review of the broken window, see Exhibit 
E. Deputy Suarez knocked on the front door and announced, "Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Department." He then looked through the broken window and noticed Suspect 
Quintana standing in the kitchen. Suspect Quintana was pointing his finger towards 
Witnes ШН o was crying while sitting on а chair in the kitchen. Deputy 
Suarez ordered Suspect Quintana to open the door. Instead Suspect Quintana began 
reaching down toward the floor to where an electric saw was laying. Concerned Suspect 
Quintana was going to arm himself with the saw, Deputy Suarez reached through the 
broken window, unlocked the door, and made entry along with Deputies MM 

As they went inside, Suspect Quintana faced the deputies with his hands made 
into a fist and his feet offset. Deputy Suarez ordered Suspect Quintana to turn around 
and put his hands behind his back. At the same time, Deputy MR vas giving 
commands to Suspect Quintana in Spanish. Suspect Quintana responded to them by 
saying, “For what?" Deputy Suarez then grabbed Suspect Quintana's right wrist while 
Deputy 8 rabbed his left wrist. Suspect Quintana then pulled away from their 
grasps and took a step towards a small table next to him, where a power drill was 
laying. 


Concerned that Suspect Quintana was about to arm himself, Deputy Suarez grabbed 
Suspect Quintana by his rear, upper torso and pulled him to the floor. Suspect Quintana 
landed on his right side with his hands in front of his body. Deputies ¡Mana 
ordered Suspect Quintana numerous times to put his hands behind his back, but he 
wouldn't comply. Deputy Suarez was trying to control Suspect Quintana's right arm and 
осрин: MM his left arm, while Deputy MM Иа also kneeling on 
Suspect Quintana's back in order to pin him to the floor. They were all attempting to put 
Suspect Quintana's arms behind his back in order to handcuff him, as he resisted their 
efforts by tensing up his body and not complying with their commands. 


During the struggle, Deputy Suarez said he was unable to see Suspect Quintana's right 
hand and was concerned he might be going for a weapon since he had not been 
searched. As a result, he stuck Suspect Quintana to left side of his face with three 
hammer fist strikes using his right hand, while attempting to pull Suspect Quintana's 
arm behind his back. Suspect Quintana tensed up and began pulling away from Deputy 
Suarez' grasp. Deputy hen punched Suspect Quintana two times to the left side 
of his rib cage, while Deputy Suarez punched Suspect Quintana three more times to the 
left side of his face using hammer fist strikes. Deputies Suarez, Es and 

were then able to force Suspect Quintana's arms behind his back and handcuff him. 


Lakewood Sheriff's Station Supervisor, Sergeant Matthew Verzola, responded and 
filmed the scene, interviewed Witness И and took photos of the scene. For 
more information, see the included videos and photos on the DVD in Exhibit B. 


Suspect Quintana refused medical treatment by L.A. County Fire Department while at 
the scene. Suspect Quintana was then transported via radio car to Lakewood Regional 
Hospital for medical clearance. It was then discovered that he had a fracture to his left 
orbital and a broken tooth. For more information, see the Lakewood Regional Medical 
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Treatment paperwork for Suspect Quintana which is included in Exhibit F.

Suspect Quintana was sentenced to 155 days on December 31, 2013, for violating a 
protective order, 273.6(a) PC. He was also sentenced to four years summary probation 
on January 29, 2014, for Domestic Battery, 243 (e) (1) PC. He was released from jail 
on 02/10/2014. 

SCENE DESCRIPTION: 

The location is a single-family apartment inside a two-story apartment complex. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS:

Deputy Pablo Suarez, A was interviewed on April 17, 2014, at 1426 hours by 


Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Carlos Flores. The interview was 
conducted at Internal Affairs Bureau, and was digitally audio recorded. 
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Deputy Suarez stated on December 28, 2013, he was working PM shift at Lakewood 
Sheriff's Station as Unit 133F1. During his shift һе received a Code 3 (emergency, use 
red lights and siren) spousal assault call at Ramona Street, Apartment Ш 
Bellflower. Upon his arrival, he met up with Deputy — | They approached the front 
door of the location when Deputy Suarez noticed a broken glass window pane, which 
was part of a window just to the left of the door. He looked inside the broken window 
and saw rana о as she was seated in a chair at the dining room 
table, which was located in the kitchen. The kitchen was approximately fifteen to twenty 
feet away from the front door. Standing next to her was Suspect Quintana, who was 
pointing his finger at her. Deputy Suarez said he could not hear what was being said 
between Suspect Quintana and Witness 


Deputy Suarez recognized Suspect Quintana as the same male Hispanic he had 
contacted earlier in his shift when he had responded to this location. Deputy Suarez 
described Suspect Quintana as being 62" tall, weighing 250 pounds. 


IAB Note: Deputy Suarez responded to this location earlier in the shift 
regarding a domestic violence call in which he determined that no 
crime had been committed. See Exhibit C. He contacted a female 
while on the call who said her name was also 
known mí o and Suspect Quintana. 
Prior to leaving the location, Deputy Suarez ran Suspect Quintana 
via his M.D.C. (Mobil Digital Computer) for wants and warrants. 
Suspect Quintana had none. Suspect Quintana did have a Criminal 


Protective Order filed against him by a " | See 
Exhibit A, page 8. Not knowing at the time that [was 
also Suspect Quintana was not arrested for being in 


violation of the Criminal Protective Order. It wasn't until Deputy 
Suarez responded back to the location regarding this incident that 
he found out from Witness at she had a Criminal 
Protective Order on file against Suspect Quintana. Witness} 


Deputy Suarez that she also went by the name 

ишш: name on the Criminal Protective Order 
Deputy Suarez announced "Los Angeles County Sheriff s Department" and ordered that 
the door be opened. As Deputy Suarez continued to look through the window, he saw 
Suspect Quintana reaching towards an electrical saw that was laying on the floor, by the 
rear door in the kitchen. Concerned Suspect Quintana might be trying to arm himself, 
Deputy Suarez reached through the broken window, unlocked the deadbolt to the door, 
and made entry into the location, along with Deputy and Deputy Iwho had 
also shown up to the call. Upon entering the apartment, Deputy Suarez ordered 
Suspect Quintana to turn around and put his hands behind his back. Suspect Quintana 
stared at him with his hands made into fists and his feet offset and said, "What for?" 
Deputy Suarez approached and grabbed Suspect Quintana's right wrist in order to put it 
behind his back. Suspect Quintana tensed up and pulled away from his grasp. Suspect 
Quintana then stepped toward the dining room table that had a drill laying on it.

Believing Suspect Quintana was going to arm himself, Deputy Suarez grabbed Suspect 
Quintana's shoulders from the rear and pulled him down to the floor. Suspect Quintana 
landed on his right shoulder, along with Deputy Suarez. Deputy Suarez said he could 
see Suspect Quintana's left hand which was out in front of him but he could not see his 
right hand. At the same time, Suspect Quintana was being told to put his hands behind 
his back, but wouldn't comply. Due to the totality of the circumstances along with 
Suspect Quintana not being searched yet, unable to see his right hand, and due to his 
resistive behavior, Deputy Suarez felt this was a high risk situation. As a result, Deputy 
Suarez stuck Suspect Quintana three times to the left side of his face using hammer fist 
strikes with his right fist. Deputy Suarez continued to try to pull Suspect Quintana's right 
arm behind his back, but Suspect Quintana continued to resist his efforts by tensing up 
his body. As a result, Deputy Suarez hit Suspect Quintana three more times to the left 
side of his face using hammer strikes with his right fist. Suspect Quintana loosened up 
his body just enough so that Deputy Suarez was able to pull Suspect Quintana's right 
arm from underneath his body to behind his back. One of Deputy Suarez' partners had 
control of Suspect Quintana's left arm and was able to put it behind Suspect Quintana's 
back, where he then saw Deputy MU n Suspect Quintana. Deputy Suarez 
then escorted Suspect Quintana back to his patrol car and placed him in the back seat. 


Deputy Suarez authored an Incident Report following this incident, documenting the 
event and his actions. See Exhibit A, pages 1-5. 


Deputy ШЕ ШЕШШ was interviewed on April 17, 2014, at 1350 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Carlos Flores. The interview was 
conducted at Internal Affairs Bureau and was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Ml stated on December 28, 2013, he was working PM shift at Lakewood 
Sheriff's Station as Unit 133F. During his shift, he assigned himself to a spousal assault 
call at Ramona Street, Apartment fi Bellflower. Assigned to the call was 
Deputies and Suarez, who were authorized to respond Code 3. 


When Deputy [arrived at the location he saw Deputies nd Suarez 
walking towards the location (a artment lli. Deputy parked his vehicle and 
followed them. As Deputy walked up to his partners, who were standing in front 
of the front door of the location, the front door opened. He does not know who opened 
the door nor does he know if his partners gave any type of commands prior to his 
arrival. Deputies Suarez and alked inside the location and Deputy 8 
followed them. As Deputy alked inside the location, he saw Suspect Quintana 
standing in the kitchen (located to the rear of the apartment), which was approximately 
10 feet from the front door of the apartment. He also noticed a female (Witness 
EN sitting on a couch in the living room, crying. Witness лае. 
roximately 10 to 15 feet away from Suspect Quintana. At the same time, Deputy 
heard Deputies Suarez and iving commands. He could not recall what 
commands were given. Deputy en saw Suspect Quintana turn his body 
towards the rear sliding door as if to flee. The rear sliding glass door was approximately 
three to four feet behind Suspect Quintana. Deputies Suarez and EN 
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and grabbed Suspect Quintana by his arms. Deputy Suarez grabbed Suspect 
Quintana's right arm and Deputy о left arm. Deputies Suarez and 

turned Suspect Quintana towards him (Deputy MEN with Suspect Quintana's arms 
behind his back. Suspect Quintana then turned quickly to his left (Suspect Quintana's 
left) and pulled his arm away from Deputy Suarez. Suspect Quintana proceeded to take 
a step towards a small table with power tools on top of it. This became a concern for 
Deputy Г because he was worried Suspect Quintana would grab one of the tools 
and assault them with it. Deputy еп saw Deputy Suarez grab Suspect Quintana 
from his “rear shirt and shoulder area” and_pull Suspect Quintana to the floor. Suspect 
Quintana landed on his right side. Deputy ШШ. not see Suspect Quintana's right 
arm. 


Deputy proceeded to kneel next to Suspect Quintana's head while grabbing 
Suspect Quintana's left arm. Deputy Suarez kneeled next to Suspect Quintana's back 
and grabbed Suspect Quintana's right arm. Deputy Mill wen: over to Suspect 
Quintana and kneeled next to Suspect Quintana's upper torso and also grabbed 
Suspect Quintana's left arm. Deputies land Suarez began giving Suspect 
Quintana commands to put his hands behind his back but he wouldn't comply. Instead, 
Suspect Quintana resisted their efforts to put his arms behind his back by attempting to 
pull his arms away from them. Deputy then saw Deputy Suarez hit Suspect 
Quintana two to three times to the left side of his face with his fist. Suspect Quintana still 
would not comply so Deputy unched Suspect Quintana two times to the left side 
of Suspect Quintana's rib cage with his left fist. Deputy MW and [continued to 
struggle with Suspect Quintana and were eventually able to force Suspect Quintana's 
left arm behind his back. Deputy then handcuffed Suspect Quintana's left wrist. 


Suspect Quintana continued to struggle with them and wouldn't comply with their 
commands. Deputy ег saw Deputy Suarez punch Suspect Quintana two to 
three more times to the left side of Suspect Quintana's face. Suspect Quintana’s right 
arm was then brought behind his back and handcuffed by Deputy MN Once 
handcuffed, Suspect Quintana was searched and escorted to a patrol car. 


Following Suspect Quintana being taken into custody, Deputy Ml hoticed that the 
apartment window just to the left of the front door was broken. The piece that was 
broken was large enough for someone to stick their hand through as well as look inside 
the location. 


Deputy 2 uthorea a Supplemental Report following this incident, documenting the 
event and his actions.

Deputy EBENE. [ O was interviewed on May 28, 2014, at 1253 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Carlos Flores. The interview was 
conducted at Internal Affairs Bureau and was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy [stated on December 28, 2013, she was working Lakewood Sheriff's 
Station as Unit 133T1. During her shift, she responded to a possible domestic violence 
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call EM Ramona Street, Apartment Bellflower. Upon her arrival she met up with 
Deputy Suarez. They walked up to the front of the location when Deputy гс 
she could hear yelling and crying coming from inside the location. They then knocked 
on the front door and announced "Sheriff s Department.” At the same time, Deputy 

noticed Deputy Suarez looking through a broken window that was just to the left 
of the front door. They knocked on the door multiple times but got no response. Deputy 

hen heard Deputy Suarez say, "Hey, Sheriffs Department, open the door." 
Deput then heard Deputy Suarez say something to the effect of “he’s going to 
hit her or he's going to run out." Deputy Suarez then reached through the broken 
window and unlocked the front door. Deputy Suarez opened the door and made entry 
with Deputy ight behind him. 


Upon entering the location, Deputy, saw Suspect Quintana standing at the rear 
sliding glass door attempting to open it, with his back to them. The sliding glass door 
was approximately 15-20 feet from the front door. Deputy г о noticed a female 
Witness MW) sitting next to the dining room table in the kitchen. Witness 
as crying and appeared upset. Deputy Suarez began giving commands to 

Suspect Quintana to put his hands behind his back. At the same time, Deputy] 
also began giving commands in Spanish. Suspect Quintana turned and faced them. 
Deputy noticed that Suspect Quintana’s hands were clenched into fists. 
Suspect Quintana was told again to put his hands behind his back. Suspect Quintana 
began to comply with their commands so Deputy| lapproached Suspect Quintana 
and grabbed his left wrist. Deputy Suarez also approached and grabbed Suspect 
Quintana's right wrist. Dep. MM she then noticed that Deputy Suarez was 
struggling with Suspect Quintana. Deputy MU she told Suspect Quintana to 
put his hands behind his back but he wouldn't comply. Instead, Suspect Quintana was 
able to pull away from their grasps causing them to lose control of Suspect Quintana's 
arms. Suspect Quintana then lunged towards a power tool (possibly a drill or a saw) 
that was on the floor approximately two to three feet away from Suspect Quintana. At 
the same time, Deputy Suarez grabbed the back of Suspect Quintana's shirt near his. 
neck. Dep MM she then grabbed Suspect Quintana's arm and Deputy| 
who had arrived on scene also grabbed Suspect Quintana's arm. Deputy Suarez then 
forced Suspect Quintana down to the floor and they (Deputies Suarez, and 

went down to the floor with him. Once on the floor, Deputy] 
could not see Suspect Quintana's hands because they were under his body and she did 
not know if he was attempting to arm himself. Deputy said she kneeled down on 
Suspect Quintana's back using her knees to pin him to the floor. Deputy г 
kneeling on the floor just to her left while Deputy Suarez was kneeling next to Suspect 
Quintana's head. They gave Suspect Quintana commands to stop resisting and put his 
hands behind his back, but he wouldn't E Instead he kept his arms under his body 


and wouldn't give up his arms. Deputy then saw Deputy Suarez punch Suspect 
Quintana to the face two to three times. Deputy nd Deputy ere then 
able to force Suspect Quintana’s left arm behind his back and handcuff his wrist. 
Suspect Quintana began cursing in Spanish and would not comply with their orders to 
give up his other arm. Deputy е saw Deputy MW punch Suspect Quintana 
to the left rib cage approximately two times, and Deputy Suarez punch Suspect 
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Quintana two to three more times to his face. Suspect Quintana then gave up his right 
arm and put it behind his back, allowing Deputy, o handcuff his right wrist. 
Suspect Quintana was then escorted out of the location and placed inside a patrol car.

NON- EMPLOYEE WITNESS STATEMENT: 


Witness MW was interviewed on December 28, 2013, at 0145 hours by 


Lakewood Sheriff's Station Field Supervisor. Sergeant Verzola. The interview was 
conducted at and was video recorded. 
The following is a summary of Witness statement. For more information and 


exact wording, see included videotaped interview located on the DVD in Exhibit B. 


Witness] stated earlier in the evening she had an argument with Suspect 
Quintana that resulted in the police coming to her home. After the police arrived, they 
asked Suspect Quintana to leave, which he did. Later in the evening, Suspect Quintana 
returned back to their home and demanded that she open the front door. She was 
afraid to open the door because Suspect Quintana was upset with her. She tried to 
leave by going through the back door (sliding glass door), but was unable to due to a 
piece of wood that was securing the door. Suspect Quintana then broke a window 
(making reference to the window next to the front door) and was able to get inside. 
Once inside, he pushed her and threatened to throw boiling water on her as soon as he 
saw any "police lights.” The police did arrive (Ml called 911) and went to her 
front door. As she tried to get up in order open the front door, Suspect Quintana told 
herto be quiet. Suspect Quintana then tried to leave through the back door but Witness 

old him the piece of wood securing the door was going to prevent him from 
opening the door. 


Witness | said the police (Deputy Sheriffs) then came in through the front door 
and ordered Suspect Quintana not to run. Witness Ml heard Suspec| intana tell 
the police that he wasn't "running." Once the police came inside, witness MM o 
into her bedroom. While in her bedroom, she said she heard a “commotion,” making 
reference to someone being involved in a fight. She then heard something heavy hit a 
wall. Witnes dH Ened seeing any type of confrontation between Suspect 
Quintana and the deputies, because she had ran into her bedroom. 


Dr. Steve Zielinski was interviewed by Sergeant Verzola at Lakewood Regional Center 
following this incident. For complete details of his interview, refer to Sergeant Verzola’s 
Supplemental report inside Exhibit A, page 9. 


Dr. Zielinski said that Suspect Quintana’s injuries were consistent with the force that 


was reported by the deputies. Sergeant Verzola was also told by Emergency Room 
Doctor Adam Ash and Dr. Zielinski that Suspect Quintana sustained a fracture to his left 
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orbital as a result of blunt force trauma. Dr. Ash had obtained this information from the 
radiologist at the hospital who had read Suspect Quintana's test results. The radiologist 
was unsure if the fracture was caused from this force incident or from a prior incident. 


SUSPECT DANIEL QUINTANA'S STATEMENT: 


Suspect Quintana was interviewed on December 28, 2013, at 0733 hours by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants Julien Olivier and Carlos Flores. The interview was conducted 
at Lakewood Sheriff's Station and was digitally audio recorded. A second interview was 
conducted on December 30, 2013, at 1331 hours, at Men's Central Jail by Sergeant 
Olivier. This interview was also digitally audio recorded. The following is a summary of 
Suspect Quintana's interviews. For more information and exact wording, see Suspect 
Quintana's Interview Transcripts. 


Suspect Daniel Qui | December 27, 2013, he had an argument with his 
(Witnes: about During their argument, his 
alled the police. Two male deputy sheriffs showed up to his apartment 


as a result of the call. The deputies told him 
he should leave for a few hours and sober up. Suspect Quintana stated he had 
consumed approximately three or four, twelve ounce Bud Light beers prior to the 
deputies arriving. One of the deputies then gave him a ride a gas station which was 
approximately one mile away from his home. 


While at the gas station, Pis M Quintana called his ë p order to get a jacket 


due to the cold weather. His didn't answer her phone. Suspect Quintana then 
recognized a friend at the gas station and asked for a ride home. His friend gave him a 
ride home. 


As Suspect Quintana approached the front door of his apartment, he noticed the door 
was locked. He stated that didn't have a key to get in, so he reached through a small 
broken window next to his front door in order to unlock the door and go inside. Once 
inside, he again began to argue with пои They argued for approximately fifteen 
to twenty minutes when the police knocked on his door. Suspect Quintana thought his 

НИ 2:0, called the police because she doesn't like him. He knew it was the 
police because they identified themselves as the "police." Suspect Quintana then 
noticed one of the deputies reaching through the same window he reached through in 
order to unlock the front door. The front door opened and three deputies came inside. 
Suspect Quintana said at this point he (Suspect Quintana) was in his kitchen which is 
located approximately ten to fifteen feet away from the front door of his apartment. One 
of the deputies ordered him to get down on his knees and put his hands behind his 
back. He complied with the deputy's order by going to his knees. Suspect Quintana said 
did not put his hands behind his back, but instead had his arms/hands down by his 
Sides. A deputy then approached him from his left side and punched him in the left eye 
and upper left shoulder one to two times. 


IAB Note: During Suspect Quintana's interview with IAB investigators, he 
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initially said when the deputies arrived the second time and 
knocked on his door, the deputies did not identify themselves. Later 
in his interview, he said they did identify themselves. During this 
same interview, Suspect Quintana initially said when the deputies 
entered his apartment, he was ordered to get down on his knees. 
He then changed his statement and said he was ordered to get 
down on his knees prior to the deputies entering his apartment. 


After being punched, Suspect Quintana fell to the floor and landed on his chest. The 
same deputy who had punched him in the eye then punched him again, somewhere on 
his arm. A female deputy then placed her knees on his back in order to hold him down. 
A deputy then grabbed his hands and handcuffed him behind his back with the 
assistance of the female deputy. A deputy then stood him up, walked him outside, and 
placed him inside the back seat of a patrol car. 
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
